Houston launches 5 home runs; Bregman drives in game-winner 
Team scores three runs in top of the ninth inning to tie game 


In one of the most epic slugfests played in the 113 edi- 
tions of the World Series history, the Dodgers lost a 13-12 
decision to the Astros on Sunday night in Houston, put- 
ting them on the brink of elimination. A game that went 
more than five hours and exceeded 400 total pitches 
ended when the Astros’ Alex Bregman singled home 
pinch runner Derek Fisher from second base off Dodgers 
closer Kenley Jansen. The Dodgers scored three times in 
the top of the ninth to tie the game 12-12 on Chris Tay- 
lor’s single with two strikes and two outs to score Austin 
Barnes. It came moments after Yasiel Puig’s two-run 
homer. Seven homers were hit in the game, five by the 
Astros. Game 6 is Tuesday at Dodger Stadium.

Couple shares story 
publicly for first time at 
Mission Viejo church

MISSION VIEJO » As the right en- 
gine of his 1975 twin-engine 
Cessna 310R sputtered and quit, 
Frank Pisano lowered the plane’s 
nose and radioed to the tower: 
“We got a mayday.” 

In minutes, the plane crash- 
landed in the southbound lanes 
of the 405 freeway, just short of 
John Wayne Airport. 

Pisano came to shortly after the 
impact. He made sure Janan, his 
wife, could get out of the burning 
aircraft. But his legs were stuck. 
He had no feeling from the waist 
down. 

“When I was trapped, I was 
ready to die,” he told a crowd of 
about 250 people at Mount of Ol- 
ives Church in Mission Viejo on 
Sunday morning. “I put my head 
down and prayed. It was a really 
peaceful feeling.” 

The accident happened just 
after the morning rush hour on 
June 30. Four months later, the

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Puerto Rico 
to cancel 


$300M power 


contract

SANJUAN, PUERTORICO » The head 
of Puerto Rico’s power company 
said Sunday the agency will can- 
cel its $300 million contract with 
Whitefish Energy Holdings amid 
increased scrutiny of the tiny 
Montana company’s role in re- 
storing the island’s power system 
after Hurricane Maria. 

The announcement by Ricardo 
Ramos came hours after Gov. Ri- 
cardo Rossello urged the utility to 
scrap the deal for Whitefish’s help 
in rebuilding the electrical system. 

“Tt’s an enormous distraction,” 
Ramos said of the controversy 
over the contract. “This was neg- 
atively impacting the work we’re 
already doing.” 

The current work by Whitefish 
teams will not be affected by the 
cancellation, and that work will 
be completed in November, Ra- 
mos said. He said the cancella-
